EE es years have passed since the 

imperialists launched in Korea a 
ee war of aggression that lasted for 
three years. The horrors of this war are 
still fresh in the memory of the Korean 
people and the peoples throughout the 
world. 


From the moment they came to occupy 
South Korea, the U.S. imperialists, the in- 
veterate enemy of the Korean people, start- 
ed to cover. South Korea with their military 
bases and military installations and busily 
worked to prepare an aggressive war. 


By unleashing a war of aggression in 
Korea on June 25, 1950, the U.S. imperial- 
ists dreamed of occupying the whole of Ko- 
rea at a stroke and establishing U.S. sway 
over the whole territory of Korea. They al- 
so had the aim of extending aggression to 
the Continent to achieve their wild dream 
of aggression against the socialist coun- 
tries. At the same time, the U.S. imperial- 
ists sought to further step up the fascisti- 
zation at home and further tighten the grip 
on their satellite countries. 


With such aggressive aims in view, the 
U.S. imperialists hurled into the Korean 
front almost all the U.S. occupation troops 
in Japan, one-third of the “crack divisions” 
on their main'and, one-fifth of their air 
force and put into action almost all war- 
ships of the Pacific Fleet, while they usurp- 
ed the U.N. flag to muster troops from their 
15 satellite countries. They spent 20 billion 
dollars on the war in Korea and expended 
73 million tons of war supplies, or eleven 
times more than in the Pacific. war. The 
U.S. imperialists sought to frighten and 
conquer the Korean people by such brutal 
atrocities as indiscriminate bombing. mass 
slaughter of peaceful inhabitants and use 
of germ and chemical weapons. During the 
three-year war in Korea, the true colour of 
U.S. imperialism as the most heinous im- 
perialism in history, the ringleader of world 
reaction and the enemy of the Korean people 
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and the peoples all over the world, was full 
exposed. In the heart of every Korean is 
deeply engraved enmity against U.S. im- 
perialism. 

The U.S. imperialists suffered ignornini- 
ous defeat in the war of aggression in Ko- 
rea. 

Neither the huge armed forces, large 
sums of military expenditure, great quanti- 
ties of war supplies, nor the “scorched 
earth tactics,” Van Fleet’s “summer offen- 
sive,’ Eisenhower’s ‘general offensive,” no 
the cruel warfare and atrocities. saved the 
U.S. imperialists from defeat. 

By their heroic struggle, the Korean pea- 
ple frustrated the U.S. imperialist aggres: 
sion and brought them to their knees. 


- The victory of the Korean people is con- 
vincing proof that no force on earth ca 
conquer the Korean people who have _ be 
come the master of their destiny, have ex- 
perienced genuine freedom and _ happine 
and are led by the Workers’ Party of Ko- 
rea, a Marxist-Leninist Party. 


The U.S. imperialists, despite the ste 
lessons they were taught by the defeal, 
still refuse to pull their troops out of Sout 
Korea and continue to perpetrate atrocities 
against the South Korean people. They aieé 
jording it over South Korea.

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For a tighter grip on the South Korean 
people ‘and ruthless suppression of them, 
he Uz S. imperialists and South Korean mili- 
tary “government” have further intensified 
military fascism. They have issued one 
Jroclamation after another announcing 
th t they would “severely punish”  every- 
be ody not to their liking, have created horri- 
ble atmosphere all over South Korea and 
dissolved al] political parties and social or- 
ganizations. They raid newspapers and 
publishing houses and close down publica- 
tions and have so far arrested and jailed 
ens of thousands of innocent people. Those 
ho utter a word of peaceful unification are 
part: martialed. 


The U.S. imperialists are making every 
sort to hamper peaceful unification of Ko- 
rea. 
So long as the U.S. imperialists remain 
in South Korea, it is impossible for the 
south Korean people to free themselves 
from the miserable situation, from the 
Suflerings and misfortunes. The U.S. im- 
perialist aggressors, the mortal enemy of 
ig Korean people, must quit South Korea 
“Once. It is the U.S. aggressors that have 
ming the whole of South Korea into a 
cauldron of military fascism. There is no 
o Bround whatsoever for the U.S. aggressive 
By te remain in South Korea. 
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The people in South Korea, who are con- 
vinced from their experiences that U.S. im-. 
perialism is their sworn enemy, are inten- 
sifying the anti-American struggle to save 
the country. 

The U.S. imperialists and South Korean 
military “government” are far from saving 
South Korea from the worst economic ruin 
and easing the difficulty of people’s living. 

Whatever murderous’ suppression they 
may resort to, the U.S. imperialists will 
never check the South Korean people’s 
struggle against U.S. imperialism for the 
country’s peaceful unification. It is there- 
fore apparent that the South Korean mili- 
tary regime will not last long and 
that the day is not distant when the U.S. 
colonial rule will collapse. 


Gone forever is the time when the im- 
perialist aggressors could invade other na- 
tions at will and ruthlessly exploit other 
people. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors must 
leave South Korea at once and the Korean 
question must be solved through peaceful 
means by the Koreans themselves without 
outside interference. The Korean people are 
fully prepared to unify their country peace- 
fully. In the North, a revolutionary demo- 
cratic base has been firmly built under the 
correct leadership of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea, while the political and moral unity 
of the entire Korean people has become 
firmer than ever. 

Marking the eleventh anniversary of the 
Korean war unleashed by the U.S. aggres- 
sors, the Korean people all the more 
strongly demand the immediate withdrawal 
of the U.S. army from South Korea.

F LEVEN years ago U.S. imperialist aggressors 
launched an aggressive war in Korea. 

Following is an extract from “Battle Order 
No. 29” issued on June 21, 1950 by the “‘Chief 
of the General Staff’? of the Syngman Rhee pup- 
pet army: 

“Launch attacks simultaneously at 05:00 hours 
(on June 25) at points No. 1, 2, and 3.” 

At the early hour on June 25, 1950 the Syng- 
man Rhee puppet army, according to the plan 
made by the U.S. imperialists, launched a sur- 
‘prise attack against the northern part of the Re- 
public from Haeju, Keumchun and Chulwon. 
Indeed the U.S. Government had spent much 
time in drawing up the aggressive war plan a- 
gainst the Korean people. So painstaking and 
thorough were the U.S. war planners in prepar- 
ing for the war against the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea. Even the U.S. magazine 
‘“‘Life’’ wrote in its issue of August 1950 _ that 
throughout its history, never had the United Sta- 
‘tes experienced war so well prepared as was the 
‘Korean war. 

From the very first day of their occupation of 
‘South Korea the U.S. imperialists had worked 
frenziedly to turn South Korea into a springboard 
in their plan for aggression against North Korea 
and the Asian Continent.

Condemns 


38th parallel 


According to the U.S. journal Saturday ce 
ing Post, early in 1946 the U.S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff regarded the Korean border as a part off 
the frontier of the United States to be used a- 
gainst the U.S.S.R. strategically. 


The confidential documents, seized by the Ko 
rean Peopie’s Army in the archives of the pup 
pet Syngman Rhee government when Seoul was 
liberated, furnish incontestable proof of how 
carefully the U.S. aggressive war plan was 
drawn up and executed. 


In his letter of April 10, 1949 to Cho Byung 
Ok, Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipoten 
tiary and his personal representative to the Uni 
ed Nations, Syngman Rhee wrote: 


“I think you should frankly discuss thif 
situation in fullest confidence with high official 
of both the United Nations and the United State 
In a strictly confidential manner tell them wha 
plans we have for the unification of North an 
South. As a matter of fact, we are ready for un 
fication now in every respect but one: namel 
we lack arms and ammunition.” 

According to the testimony made by Kim Hy) 
Suk, the then Minister of Internal Affairs of th 
Syngman Rhee puppet government, and others 
the month of July or August of 1949 was set a 
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the month to launch attack on North Korea. 
+4 However, they abandoned the plan because the 
skirmishes on the 38th parallel did not bring 
_the expected results. Many units of the Syngman 
‘Rhee army had gone over to the North, and the 
2 ‘guerrilla warfare in South Korea against the 


Syngman Rhee puppet regime became more in- 
tense. In his letter of November 3, 1949 to 


Syngman Rhee, Cho Byung Ok said: 

MME am of the firm conviction that unification 
of Korea can be brought about only through 
@xercise of the sovereign power of our Govern- 
"ment. Any policy of compromise or conferences 
are out of question... The cold war cannot go on 
indefinitely like this.” 

: In his speech delivered in October 1949 at a 
meeting of the divisional commanders of the 
puppet army General Roberts, Head of the U.S. 
‘Military Advisory Group, said the northern’ ex- 
pedition program had_ been fully worked out, 
and its execution was not far off.

On December 31, 1949, at a press conference 
»yngman Rhee said, ‘In view of the changes in 
ie international situation, it should be borne in 
mind that in the New Year we will have to unify 
North and South Korea by our own forcé.” Prior 
to this, in his interview with a UP reporter, 
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South Korean youths are forced to take the military training to serve 


as U.S. cannon fodder ; 
Syngman Rhee, boasting about his army, stated 
that his army could occupy Pyongyang within 3’ 
days. 

On the same day Shin Sung Mo, Syngman. 
Rhee’s Defence Minister told the press that the 
South Korean army was strong enough to occupy 
Pyongyang in a few days once it started action. 

Sebald, foreign affairs advisor to the Mac- 
Arthur Headquarters, assured Syngman Rhee 
that when the “northern expedition begins, U.S. 
fleet and aircraft from the bases in Japan will 
fight on the side of the South Korean Govern; 
ment.” 

On January 26, 1950 the “South Korea-U.S. 


Agreement on Mutual Defence and Assistance’” 
was concluded. Under this agreement the puppet 


army was, in effect, put under the command of 
MacArthur, the then Commander-in-Chief of the 


U.S. Forces in the Pacific Area. Moreover, the 
agreement provided for increased U.S. military. 


aid. 

In February 1950, Syngman Rhee accompani: 
ed by his “Chief of General Staff’ visited the 
U.S. Far-East Headquarters in Tokyo. He was 
given detailed instructions on launching the 
northern expedition. The war plan was drawn up 
by Bradley, Chairman of the U.S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Sharmin, Chief of Naval Operations, and@ 
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An operation plan of the U.S. armed attack on 
the North, prepared long before the Korean War 
Vandenburg, Chief of the General Staff, U.S. Air 
Force, who had arrived in Japan a month before. 
Then the U.S. Air Force and Infantry in Japan 

and the U.S. 7th Fleet were reinforced rapidly. 

The invasion plan against North Korea made 
by the Syngman Rhee army was completed by 
May 1950. 

On May 19, 1950, Johnson, head of Korean 
Section of E.C.A., testifying before the House 
Appropriations Committee, stated that the South 
Korean army 100,000 strong was equipped with 
arms supplied by the U.S., trained by the U.S. 
Military Advisory Group and was fully prepared 
to launch a war at any time. 

In the meantime, Syngman Rhee declared on 
two occasions through publications that May and 
July were very dangerous months. Then, in early 
June, 1950, John Foster Dulles, the war maniac, 
was dispatched to Japan and South Korea. 

As Chang Myun wrote in his letter of June 
14, 1950 to Syngman Rhee, John Foster Dulles 
stated before his -departure that the United Sta- 
tes would not abandon Korea but would back 
and assist her. 
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The notorious warmonger Dulles who Slipped 
into South Korea on June 17, examined and 
okayed the northern expedition plan, after an 
“inspection” tour of the 38th parallel! accom- 
panied by the U.S. Military Advisory Group and 
the puppet army high-ranking officials. 

Addressing the puppet army, Dulles had this 
to say. 

“No enemy, however strong it may be, can 
match you, and the time is approaching when ~ 
you will display your strength.”’ On his return 
to Seoul, Dulles instructed Shin Sung Mo_ to 
‘Jaunch an attack against North Korea, and ~ 
simultaneously falsely announce that the North | 
has invaded the South.” 


furthermore, Dulles said that if the South Ko-— 
rean army could hold on one week or So, © 
everything would go smoothly, because the U.S. 
ground, naval and air forces could be mobilized © 
immediately in the name of the United Nations. 


On June 19, 1950, Dulles, addressing the | 
South Korean “National Assembly,” stated: “If ; 
we fail to defend democracy in the cold war, we 
must win victory in a hot war. The United States | 
is prepared to render necessary assistance, both) © 
material and spiritual, to South Korea which is 
combating communism.” Thus he openly instigat- ) 
ed the South Korean puppet to launch the war. 


On June 19 the U.S. Defence Secretary John- 
son, Chief of the General Staff of the U.S. Army) 
Bradley and General MacArthur met in Tokyo { 
to discuss on the war plan in Korea. Dulles who} 
had returned from Seoul joined the talks in Tok-| 
yo. Decisions reached at these meetings were|_ 
submitted to U.S. President Truman for appro 
val, which he gave. 


Things went as U.S. imperialism anticipated 
No sooner had Syngman Rhee started the wa ; 
than a Security Council meeting was called. The 
Security Council without the presence of the rel 
presentative of the Soviet Union, passed a “re 
solution” on dispatching to Korea ‘‘United Na 
tions Forces.”’

The Korean people are determin- 
ed to square accounts with U.S. imperialism.

Demand North-South Talks 


and expressed.the readiness to dispatch their re- 
presentatives to Seoul, if they are invited. 

In the meantime, in the northern part of the 
country, a Preparatory Committee for North- 
South Student Talks was set up with representa- 
tives of 76 institutes of higher learning and 
some specialized and higher technical schools. In 
the South, representatives of 19 universities 
established a Preparatory Committee of National 
Student Federation for National Unification on 
May 5, and on the following day it issued an 
appeal for uniting, in the interests of the coun- 
try’s peaceful unification, all forces that had 
participated in bringing down the Syngman 
Rhee’s fascist terrorist regime. 

The entire people throughout the North and 
South welcome the patriotic initiative of the stu- 
dents, believing it will go a long way towards 


‘breaking the presént deadlock between the North 


and South and promoting the country’s unifica- 
tion. 


In this connection, Pak Keum Chul, Vice- 
Chairman of the C.C. of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea, expressing support to the patriotic pro- 
posals of the students stated that all facilities 
for the proposed student talks would be provid- 
ed. Once again Comrade Pak Keum Chul called 
upon all patriotic parties, social organizations 
and individuals in South Korea to come out for 
the realization of North-South negotiation. 

The North Korean Democratic Party and the 
Chundokyo Chungwoo Party also issued state- 
ments in support of the proposals of: =the<- st 
dents. 


Then the Minister of Internal Affairs of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea released 
a statement. He made it known once again that 
freedom of activities, safety and every conveni- 
ence would be guaranteed to the South Korean 
representatives and individuals who come to the 
North for talks, negotiation, and other activities. 

Indeed the time is ripe for the North-South 
contacts and negotiation. 


All this serves to manifest the aspiration of 
the Korean people for the country’s peaceful uni- 
fication. 


It is not fortuitous that the South Korean peo- 
ple’s struggle for the peaceful unification is gain- 
ing in scope and strength. 


The Workers’ Party of Korea and the Gov- 
ernment have consistently maintained that the 
country’s peaceful unification should be realized 
by the Koreans themselves according to the free 
will of the Korean people after the U.S. aggres- 
sive troops are made to withdraw and without 
any foreign interference. And always they have 
sought North-South contacts and negotiation for 
promoting the solution of the Korean problem. 


Particularly, the new proposals on the coun- 
iry’s peaceful unification made by Premier Kim 
Il Sung at the celebration meeting for the 15th 
anniversary of August 15 Liberation last year 
and the subsequent decisions of the Eighth Ses- 
sion of the Second Supreme People’s Assembly 
of the D.P.R.K. evoked wide repercussion in 
South Korea. Political parties and social organi- 
zations and individuals of South Korea who de- 
mand the country’s unification by the Koreans 
by peaceful means founded the Central Consul- 
tative Committee for National Independent Uni- 
fication. The committee has been waging a strug- 
gle for the economic-cultural exchange and post- 


al services between the North and South as the 


prelude to the country’s unification. 


In cities of Seoul, Taegu, Kwangjoo, Masan, 
Junjoo , Pusan and many oiher places, mass de- 
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monstrations were held marking the first anni- 
versary of the April 19 South Korean  people’s © 
uprisings. The people demanded the withdrawal 
of the U.S. army from South Korea and the coun- 
iry’s peaceful unification. The police could not” 
stop the people. . 

In Tokyo, two organizations of Koreans in 
Japan, the “General Koreans Association in 
Japan’ and ‘‘Overseas Korean Association in 
Japan,” the latter being a pro-Syngman Rhee. 
body, sponsored jointly on April 18 a_ festival 
for the promotion of North-South cultural inter- 
change and peaceful unification. 


The 600,000 Koreans in Japan called for an 
early realization of the cultural exchange and 
the country’s unification without relying on for- 
eign powers. 

The wretched plight of the South Korean 
people with growing numbers of the jobless and 
hungry people is a direct consequence of the 
division of the country. 4 


While in the North the national economy is 
progressing at a rapid speed, only bankruptcy 
and decline rule the South. f 

It is crystal clear, therefore, that no delay 
should be allowed in re-uniting the country. Td 
this end, representatives of the North and South 
must sit together and hold negotiation with opel 
hearts. Needless to say, the catastrophic situation 
of South Korea cannot be saved, unless unifica 
tion is realized. In April last year the South Ke 
rean people knocked out Syngman Rhee. The 
people shed much blood. However, little ha 
been changed. The whole area of South Korea 
has become a land of medieval darkness wher 
military terrorism reigns and the people are int 
direst straits. 

The U.S. imperialists and South Korean mil 
tary ‘‘government’’ are frantically working 
suppress the democratic patriotic forces in Sout 
Korea by means of military fascism. They ha 
forcibly dissolved all progressive political partié 
and public organizations, raid newspapers an 
publishing houses, ban papers and journals, co 
duct wholesale arrest, and jail people on vario 
pretenses. 

The fascist military terrorism is directe 
chiefly against the organisations and peop 
striving for the peaceful unification of the cou 
try—the national aspiration of the Korean pe 
ple. Thus the fascist elements are conducti 
traitorous acts. 

But nothing can check the vigorous march 
the Korean people who are advancing along t 
road of unification and national independence.

economy when the North-South intercourse takes 
place. A high-tension line of 220,000 kva_ ex- 
tending from the Jangjin Power Station runs 
near the site. This high-tension line stretches to 
Seoul, South Korea through Pyongyang and Soo- 
saik, so that it will be easy to supply a _ large 
quantity of electricity to the South Korean peo- 
ple at any time without investing much extra 
funds. 

The thermopower giant will have another geo- 
graphical advantage of utilizing the rich water 
resources of the Taidong River for a large a- 
mount of refrigerating water it needs. 

The heated water from the station will warm 
the Taidong River in the section between the 
station and Pyongyang and the river will not 
freeze in winter, thereby influencing io a certain 
extent the climate of the areas along the river. 
The warm water will help in raising more fresh 
water fish and paddy fields irrigated by the 
warm water will produce more rice. 

All preparations including blue-prints will be 
completed within this year and from next’ year 
the construction work be actively pushed for- 
ward. 

It is also planned that an up-to-date building 
materials plant will be built. The plant will turn 
out various blocks by using coal ashes from the 
power station and sand abundant in this area, 
supplying a large quantity of building materials 
to the construction sites of the big chemical in- 
dustrial centre in the Anjoo-Bakchun area and 
to the construction sites of the democratic capi- 
tal, Pyongyang. 

With the electricity to be produced here, the 
Pyongyang-Dukchun railway line will be electri- 
fied in the future. The construction of the power 
station will be greatly conducive to enhancing 
the cultural standard of the rural villages in this 
area gradually eliminating differences between 
the urban and rural areas. 

Every cultural living condition will be provid- 
ed for the workers of the station and inhabitants 
in the area. Hills and mountains will be planted 
with more trees to purify the air and _ provide 
good rest places and a swimming pool to be used 
also in winter be built by using heated water. 

The designing workers in the domain of the 
electric industry under the Heavy Industry Com- 
mission are now energetically drawing up de- 
signs for the Bookchang thermopower giant 
which will be a monument in socialist construc- 
tion of the country. 
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FIVE NEW DOCTORS 


ECENTLY the State Academic: Degree and Title Conferment 
R Committee of ihe D.P.R.K. conferred the titles of Professor, 
Associate Professor, Doctor and Master on a number of men of 
science and education. 

The degree of Doctor was conferred upon following five 
scientists: 

Candidate Academician Won Hong Koo, Head of the Natural 
History Research Institute of the Academy of Sciences, has com- 
pleted ornithological lists consisting of 430 species or subspec- 
ies as a fruit of his forty-year research in Korean birds. Based on 
the lists he has made reference cards on 23 orders, 56 families, 
189 genera, 353 species. He has written many treatises including 
"Birds of Korea,” “Birds of Korea, Their Distribution and Econo- 
mic Significance” which are of Walany theoretical’ and practical 


“significance. 


Do Yoo Ho, Head of’ the Archaeology and Ethnology Rese- 
arch. Institute of the Academy of Sciences, had submitted for 
open examination treatises “Korean Primitive ‘Archaeology,’ 
“Report: on the Excavations at the Ruins: of Jitab,” “Report on 
the Excavations at the Ruins’ of. Koong Sanri." Based on the re- 
sults of Korean archaeology after the liberation, he has compil- 


ed existing archaeological materials and. systematized Korean — ' 


archaeology. In his treatise “Korean Primitive Archaeology,” he 
classified the Korean archaic rémains into ‘two groups, neolithic 
and bronze age, and arranged archaic remains according to their 
regional peculiarities, thus conclusively exploding the allegations 
that distort the Korean history by estimating all the remains to 
be of one and the same period. 

Dr. Kim Suk Hyung, Head of the Historical Research Institute, 
produced “The Class Structure of the Korean Peasants in the 
Feudal Age," and “On the Korean Feudal Gentry Class Ryang- 
ban." These treatises analyze the class structure of and co-rela- 
tions between the three major classes in the feudal Korea, i. e., 
servants, commoners and the Ryangban and summarize the e- 
conomic position of these classes and the economic structures 
and their development in the feudal Korea. 

Hong Ki Moon, Professor at the Kim II Sung University, had 
submitted treatises “Research on Ridu,” “Research On Hyangka” 
and “A History of Korean Language.” The author took a new 
step in the research in Old Korean, in particular Ridu that aff- 
ords an important key to the ancient literature which helps not 
only the historians, but also men of science, literature, arts in in- 
heriting and developing the valuable traditions and cultural trea- 
sures of the ancestors. 


Surgeon Colonel Choo Min Soon has made a_ substantial 
contribution to Korean medicine.

ing courses which co-ordinate clo- 
sely education and production make 
the acquired knowledge “‘living,” 
and ihat such knowledge becomes 
an important means of technical re- 
volution. 

This explains how the workers of 
the plant could fulfil their assign- 
ments under the First Five-Year Plan 
ahead of schedule, and how they 
were able to put out in an amaz- 
ingly short period the 8-metre turn- 
ing lathe, 3,000-ton press, etc. 


There is not a single unskilled 
worker in the plant. 


More than 60 per cent of the 
workers are fifth- to eighth-grade 
workers.

nese imperialism in the darkest period of Korea's his- 
tory. He inspired the 30 million to the just fight for 
national restoration. And it is he who has led Ko- 
rean people to attain such victory as they enjoy today. 


As one steps into the first exhibition hail he will 
see a sculpture of heroes of the anti-Japanese parti- 
sans giving a blood bath to the Japanese imperialists. 
Behind it, the national flag of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea stands to provide a back- 
ground of an engraved golden coloured map of Ko- 
rea, the land of 3,000 ri. This is a land that enjoys 
a long history of five thousand years and which re- 
volutionaries protected with their lives. Above the 
flag the national emblem shines as if symbolizing the 
honour and glory of the country. Then the words of 
Aigook-ka (patriotic song) are to be seen on either 
side of the national emblem. The words of Aigook-ka 
which give fresh inspiration to the people, start: 


Glow ye morn on our mountains and rivers 
With abundance of gold and silver. 

Oh, the lovely land of three thousand ri 
With a history of five millennia... 


Whenever Koreans realize their happy life in the 
ever prosperous socialist fatherland, they think once 
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more about whence came today’s light and realize 
how precious it is. Comrade Kim Il Sung once said: 

“The question of inheriting the revolutionary tradi- 
tions is very important. Our Party and people have 
taken over the patriotic revolutionary traditions of 
the revolutionaries who fought bravely against for- 
eign aggressors for the fatherland and for the nation. 
To our Party and the people this fact is very preci- 
ous and glorious. ...Only by inheriting the revolution- 
ary traditions can we have a deep confidence in vic- 
tory to come like our patriotic forefathers did, or 
can we imbue everyone with ardent patriotism and 
revolutionary fighting spirit.” 

These words of Comrade Kim II Sung on inheriting 
the revolutionary traditions, inscribed on a red back- 
ground and framed, are hanging on the wall. 

Remembering his words, one enters the next hall 
where historical materials on the Korean people's 
struggle against alien invaders and feudal rulers in 
the second half of the 19th century are on display. 

In the latter half of the 19th century, when capital- 
ism was in the process of turning into imperialism, 
the U.S. and other capitalist powers that had dyed 
the world map with the blood of the people began 
to stretch their dirty hands of aggression to Korea. 

Writings, relics, and other materials on aggression 
against Korea by foreign capitalist powers and the 
heroic resistance put up by the Korean people are 
exhibited in this hall. 

Particularly, the $.S. General Sherman incident at- 
tracts one’s attention. A U.S. ship General Sherman 
sailed up the Taidong River to Pyongyang in 1866. 
But the patriotic citizens of Pyongyang stood up to 
meet the invaders and sent promptly the pirate ship 
to the bottom of the Taidong. There is a photo show- 
ing the spot where the U.S. ship General Sherman 
was sunk. Then an old cannon manned by the men 
on the American ship, which was captured, is also 
exhibited. 

The present U.S. occupation of South Korea is not 
a first act of American aggression against Korea. 't 
started nearly one hundred years ago. The historical 
data shown in the hall only enrage the visitors more 
at their enemy, U.S. imperialism. 

In addition to the incident of the General Sherman 
one sees here in this hall writings, photos, pictures, 
diagrams and other materials telling the events that 
took place in the country up to 1895: the Kapsin 
Coup (1884) staged by the reformists centered aro- 
und Kim Ok Kyun; the ever worsening oppression 
and exploitation of the peasantry by the feudal rul- 
ing circles; and the peasants’ revolts in 1894-95 ag- 
ainst the feudal rulers and alien invaders. 

The next set of exhibits show the patriotic Volun- 
teers who fought under the slogan: “Death to Japa- 
nese invaders.” Here the Koreans recall the bitter 
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days, specially around 1910 when the Japanese oc- 
cupation of Korea took place and the whole nation 
of Korea was bled white by the Japanese. Many 
photos, pictures, maps, and weapons speak of the 
fight of the Volunteers who stood up valiantly against 
the invaders from Japan. The Volunteers were ready 
to give their lives for the country, and countless of 
them did so. 

After seeing materials on the patriotic Enlighten- 
ment Movement which was waged by the pioneers 
at the times of the Volunteers’ war, the visitors find 
themselves standing before a statue of great Lenin, 
the leader of the world working class. 

The next exhibition hall displays abundant writings, 
materials, and relics of the 1919 March First Uprisings 
of the Korean people inspired by the Great October 
Socialist Revolution. 

Though the March First Uprisings failed to reach 
the final goal, the revolutionary spirit of the Korean 
people was clearly shown to the world, Following 
the March First Uprisings 
blow to Japanese imperialism the Korean national 
liberation movement entered upon a new stage. 

Items on display ‘n this hall eloquently speak of 
the workers’ movement in the 20's, which began to 
develop rapidly under the influence of Marxism- 
Leninism. Particularly, the events which took place 


from the end of the 20's to the beginning of the 30's 


attract the visitors’ attention. 

It was during this period that the revolutionary ad- 
vance of workers. and peasants became more vigor- 
ous. More vigorous became their actions against Jap- 
anese imperialists who had intensified its aggression 
in China on the one hand and, on the other, ifs vici- 
ous suppression of the patriotic, revolutionary forces 
within Korea. 

Many exhibits, however, tell also the intensity of 
the Korean people's resistance agaist the alien 
rulers. Many anti-Japanese movements took place 
during this period: The general strike in Wonsan, the 
revolt of the miners of Shinheung coalmine, the far- 
mers’ rebellions in Danchun and many other parts of 
the country, the students’ uprisings, etc. 

At such time when, within the borders of Korea, 
the revolutionary onward march of the masses be- 
vigorous. In Manchuria (now Northeast 
China), too, the revolutionary revolts of Koreans ag- 
ainst landlords and Japanese imperialists in many of 
the Korean settlements became more frequent. 

One looks with admiration at the maps showing the 
areas where the revolts took place. Particularly, the

In Many other parts of Manchuria, too, anti-Japa-

°F Communists. Here visitors see materials on the 
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activities of Choi Yong Kun and the late Kim Chaik, 
beth organizers of partisan units. 

There are many materials and relics showing the 
sites of partisan bases and various phases of life in 
the bases. When Comrade Kim II Sung and other 
Communists organized the partisan units to fight Jap- 
anese imperialism, Comrade Kim II Sung set up parti- 
san bases—liberated areas—in East Manchuria in order 
to protect the people from the Japanese savagery 
and bring about the revolutionary upswing in the 
whole areas by strengthening the ranks of the revolu- 
tionary forces. In those areas, the Communists set-up 
Party and mass organizations and the people’s revolu- 
tionary government was_ installed. 

In this way, the partisan bases—liberated areas—not 
only protected the people from the brutal hands of 
the Japanese imperialists. But also they became the 
centre of operations for promoting the revolutionary 
struggle in the enemy-held areas. 

Many items show the hard life that the partisans 
and the people had gone through in these bases. 
The visitors are impressed by the weapons iaken from 
the enemy and house utensils as well as the munitions 
forge where weapons were made or repaired. Every 
item exhibited here tells of the arduous struggle of our 
revolutionary fighters.

Bare-handed but burning with enmity towards the 
enemy, the partisans collected scrap iron and suc- 
ceeded in making bombs, commonly called Yunkil 
bombs. It was a wonder-working. Looking at the 
bombs every Korean feels a new urge to do his ut- 
most in socialist construction with the. same zeal of 
our revolutionary forefathers. 


The people’s revolutionary government established 
in 1933 in the partisan bases—liberated areas—guar-

carried out many social-economic reforms. 


All these historical materials testify to the fact that 
the prototype of the social system and political pow- 
er established in our country today was already set 
up by the Korean Communists in these partisan bases. 

In one corner of the hall stands a real log cabin. 
It was brought from the Urang village partisan base 
in Holung county, hidden deep in the forest of Saim- 
moolgol. Once it served as the office of the county 
Party committee and a liaison centre. The log cabin 
is a silent but most impressive witness of the 15 long 
years of the arduous struggle of the anti-Japanese 
partisans for the country’s liberation and freedom, the 


partisans who did not hesitate to give their lives for — 


the cause. 


Frightened at the ever strengthening of the parti- 
sans and the revolutionary bases, the Japanese im- 
perialists, mobilizing a big force, staged large scale 
enveloping operations in the spring of 1933. To this 
the partisans and people answered decisively. But 
they were outnumbered by the enemy. There was no 
way of getting food grain. On top of if, the number 
of wounded and frost bitten grew. But they knew no 
such word as submission. Grass and tree bark were all 
they could get for food and rocks were their ammuni- 
tion. But the fight went on. They had fo rebuild more 
than 30 times their meagre dwelling places on the 
ruins that the Japanese police and army burnt down. 
But the partisans and people relentlessly fought the 
Japanese imperialists, seeing the bright morrow for 
the country. Although surrounded by the enemy, the 
partisans and people put up heroic struggles and held 
the bases for four or five years. 

This unbending spirit of the partisans is very much 
alive today in every Korean’s heart. Consequently, 
the Korean people could beat off the self-styled world 
mightiest U.S. imperialists, protect gloriously their fa- 
therland, and build such a powerful socialist indus- 


trial-agricultural country on the war ruins in such a 


short period of time. 


As a Korean goes through these halls, his heart 
swells with pride over the joy of having a Party 
which has inherited such precious revolutionary tradi- 
ticns. 

There is a sculpture of child revolutionaries, the 
story of whom all Koreans have read in the “Remin- 
iscences of Anti-Japanese Partisans." 


Every item on display, be it a piece of iron or a 
twig, Koreans prize, for it carries a story of our re- 
volutionary history drenched with blood. As they see 
these, they renew their resolve to devote all to the 
revolution as faithful fighters of Comrade Kim II Sung 
and as the anti-Japanese partisans did. 

The hall also shows records and document on the 
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formation and activities of the Korean People’s Re- 
volutionary Army. 

The photos of the log house and a frame of weitl 
tell about the Taihungwei and Yoingkou conferences 
held in 1935. 

The meetings were held at the time when the enemy 
intensified their offensive against the partisan bases 
and the revolutionary movement was facing a crisis 
owing to the harmful consequences brought by the 
leftist opportunists and sectarians in the anti-"Min- 
saingdan” campaign. 

However, Comrade Kim II Sung met the grave situall 
tion squarely. With revolutionary boldness and forti- 
tude and fidelity to Marxism-Leninism, he successfully 
removed the obstacles lying in the way of revolution, 
leading it to new victory. 

It was at that time that Comrade Kim II Sung in- 
structed the partisan units to correct the leftist mis 
takes which appeared in the anti-Minsaingdan®™ 
siruggle, preserve the purity of the revolutionar 
ranks, to strengthen the unity and solidarity of revolu 
tionaries and to dissolve the permanent bases and ga 
over to a wide-scale partisan warfare, with a vie 
to preserving the revolutionary forces and expandin 
the scope of revolutionary activities in the tight 
the new politico-military situation. 


Looking over the records of Comrade Kim I! Sung's 
activities, the visitors once again pay respect to him: 
Indeed, it was a crucial juncture in. the Korean revolu 
tion because of the criminal schemes played up by th 
leftist oOpportunists and sectarians.

The meeting adopted Comrade Kim 1] Sung’s pro- 
g0sals. He asked for organizing and strengthening a 
inited anti-Japanese national front and stepping up 
Ne preparatory work for a Communist Party. To this 
nd, he proposed, the units of the Korean People’s 
‘evolutionary Army be sent to the Northern area 
ordering on Manchuria. 
Indeed the Nanhutou Conference was a landmark in 
tensifying and developing the struggle for expand- 
Ig the united anti-Japanese national front and for est- 
lishing a Communist Party in Korea. The decisions 
Mopted at the Nanhutou Conference were presented 
= conference held in May 1936 at Tungchiang, 
Sung County for measures to be taken for the imple- 
entation of them. 
The Tungchiang Conference having discussed the 
Nhutou decisions, formed the Fatherland Restoration 
SOciation and adopted a ten-point programme.

*! correct revolutionary line of Marxism-Leninism 
plied creatively to the actual conditions of Korea 
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in the 30's, inspired boundlessly the Korean people 
who had been groaning under the whip of Japanese 
imperialism. 

The 10-point programme illumined the road the Ko- 
rean people should follow in that period. And it 
deepened the people's conviction in ultimate victory. 
The Korean people longing for liberation and freedom 
saw in the programme a bright future for the country. 
Guided by-the beacon, the people resolutely pushed 
ahead with the struggle against Japanese imperialism. 

Soon the Fatherland Restoration Association grew 
political body with many branches 
embracing hundreds of thousands. 


The monthly “March 1," organ of the Fatherland 
Restoration Association, and various materials as re- 
gards the foundation of the Association show how 
rapidly the Association grew in scope and strength.

The next hall shows the establishment of the revolu- 
tionary bases in the Changpai mountains. 


Following the Nanhutou and Tungchiang Conferen- 
ces, responding to the appeal of Comrade Kim II Sung, 
the partisans started to launch the struggle to set up 
revolutionary bases in Changpai mountains in order 
to make all parts of Korea sense the impact of the 
revolution. Thus in 1934 in the thickly forested areas 
at the foot of Mt. Baikdoo revolutionary bases were 
set up, the seat cf Korean revolution during that peri- 
od. 

Unlike the partisan bases—liberated areas—estab- 
lished in East Manchuria, the new bases were scat- 
wide area of untrodden forest. From 
this chain of secret bases the partisans waged a 
mobile warfare while expanding the work of the 
Fatherland Restoration Association in wide areas with- 
in and without Korea, pushing ahead with organiza- 
tional and ideological preparatory work for setting 

a Party. 

It was there in the Centre of the Changpai base 

that the Heishiazukou base, H.Q. of the Korean re-

volutionary movement at the time, was located. There 
is a picture portraying Comrade Kim II Sung work- 
ing with a full revolutionary enthusiasm till the small 
hours of the night to lay out the strategy and tactics 
for the restoration of the fatherland. On one wall 
hangs a big painting, which shows Comrade Kim Il 
Sung delivering a speech before the crowds of local 
inhabitants of Bochunbo. 

One pauses long before the model of the Bochun- 
bo battle. It shows most realistically every detail of 
the Bochunbo battle—from the partisans leaving their 
bases to their triumphant return. Watching the model, 
the visitors see in their mind's eye the partisans tak- 
ing a long look at their beloved land, to whom every 
grass blade and a handful of earth were so dear, 
and the brave fighters whose hearts were burning 
with hatred against the enemy. If strikes a responsive 
cord in the hearts of the visitors. They renew their 
pledge to devote themselves to the country as the 
anti-Japanese partisans did. 

In the darkest days of Korea, torches of victory 
flared up at Bochunbo raising high a new light testi- 
fying before the world that the Korean people were 
net dead but very much alive. In this victory the Ko- 
rean people with deepened conviction in ultimate 
victory and with greater national pride came out 
more resolutely in the struggle. 

The visitors also can familiarize themselves with the 
August (1937) conference of officers and men of the 
Kerean People’s Revolutionary Army, Nanpaitzu Con- 
ference (November 1938), and the subsequent im- 
portant campaigns. 

Pausing before the statue of Comrade Kim II Sung, 
the beloved leader of the Korean people which 
stands in the centre of the Hall, one reads his words. 

"The strength of Korean communists, compared 
with the mighty Japanese imperialism, looked very 
weak. But they fought, overcoming every obstacle 
because, as a new strength representing the people's 
aspirations and justice, they had the support of the 
masses and were closely linked with the world’s re- 
volutionary strength, and they had firm conviction in 
the inevitable destruction of the decayed and moribund 
Japanese imperialism.” 

These words make every Korean feel confident of ul- 
timate victory. He renews his pledge that, upholding 
the banner of proletarian internationalism and streng- 
thening the solidarity with the working people of the 
world, he will fight persistently imperialism with U.S. 
imperialism as its bastion. 

Here in this hall, the viewers looking at the paint- 
ings, sculptures and other materials recall the difficult 
march that the anti-Japanese partisans made in the 
winter of 1938 in the bitter cold of 40 degrees below 
zero from Mungchiang county to Changpai. Making 
their way through the untrodden forest in biting snow 
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storm, they had to break through the enemy's encir- 
clement. In the distance of only some 20 ri, more 
than ten times they had to repel the enemy. They 
were on the road more than 100 days to cover the 
distance which ordinarily they would need only ten 
days. Every Korean makes a new resolve to fight in 
any and every condition as bravely as the partisans, 
who kept marching singing “Until Death We'll Crush 
the Enemy!" 

Then there are displays to recall the “Forest of 
Tunho."’ This is a story about anti-Japanese partisans, 
which every Korean knows. 


It is a story of a woman partisan who spared noth- 
ing, even her life itself, for the sake of her comrades- 
in-arms. Indeed this is the very source of today's new 
man, man who feels other's pain as his who would

tion, the first organization of anti- Japanese unit-. 


ed national front in Korea’s national liberation 
movement. It was formed at the personal initia- 
tive of Comrade Kim Il Sung on May 5, 1936 
when flames of the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
were leaping high. 

The Fatherland Restoration Association organ- 
ized by creatively applying the Marxist-Leninist 
theory to the historical conditions in Korea in 
the 1930’s, and its 10-point Programme gave 
tremendous inspiration to the Korean people who 
were groaning under the yoke of the Japanese 


colonialists. The Programme of the Fatherland 
Restoration Association was realized in the 
northern part of the country after liberation 


thanks to the correct leadership of the Party. 

The entire people of our country, therefore, 
observe with immense pride the 25th anniversary 
of the founding of the Fatherland Restoration 
Association which scored indestructible achieve- 
ments in the anti-Japanese national liberation 
struggle for the restoration of the country’s inde- 
pendence and: in developing the Korean revolu- 
tion. 

On the occasion of the anniversary day, fac- 
tories, enterprises, rural communities, schools 
and offices arranged get-togethers with veteran 
revolutionaries who were members of the Father- 
iand Restoration Association, and held celebra- 
tion meetings.

On the basis of scientific analysis of the new — 
situation in the development of the Korean Tre-— 
volution and the changes in the class relation- 
ship, the Korean Communists led by Comrade 
Kim Il Sung laid down a clear strategy of unit- 
ing organizationally around the working class all 
strata of the population excluding a handful _ of 
pro-Japanese landlords, comprador capitalists 
and national traitors.

The United States has its ‘‘military aid ad- 
visory group” in South Korea, with its members 
numbering more than 2,000. This means _ there 
are more than twice as many military advisers 
as in the early days of the Korean war. With an 
eye to further stepping up the activity of the 
“military aid advisory group,” the term of ser- 
vice of its members has been extended from 13 
months to 24 months, while measures have been 
taken to provide the American military ‘‘advi- 
sers’’ with facilities for living with their fami- 
lies. By August last year, establishments for 
these American military advisers’ families had 
been built, and for this 26 million dollars were 
Spent. 
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~ That the U.S. imperialists regard their ‘“‘mili- 
tary aid advisory group’”’ in South Korea as _ be- 
ing important for the United States can be ex- 
plained by the fact that the U.S. servicemen’s 
families in South Korea are allowed to stay, 
though the U.S. government has decided to or- 
der most of the 480,000 families of the U.S.

WHY JAPANESE-ROK 


The above is the title of an article which appeared 
in the Fekruary issue of “Seikai Orai,” a Japanese 
monthly. The article was written by Kei Hoashi, a — 
member of the House of Representatives, Chief Secre- 
tary of the Co-operation Committee for Repatriation 3 
of Korean Nationals in Japan and member of the 
council of the Japan-Korea_ Society. He visited Ko- 
rea between March and April in 1960. Here we print — 
a translated version of the whole text of Mr. Hoashi’s — 
article. : 


TRAGEDY OF DIVIDED KOREA 


On August 15, 1945, as a result of the down-fall of 
Japanese imperialism in the war, the Korean people 
were liberated from the 36 years of colonial rule. 
Mr. Kim Il Sung who. had been called the Northern 
Partisan and Mt. Baikdoo Tiger returned, .to Pyong- | 
yang in triumph when the Soviet . Army” entered Ko- 
rea. And People’s Committees were organized ;

But before.a month had past, on September 7, © 
under the name of the Allied Forces, U.S. troops © 
landed in South Korea and occupied Seoul. The Ko- 
rean people in the midst of their wild joy and jubila-_ 
tion of liberation, came to realize their country was 
divided into two anda new tragedy started to unroll. 


The U.S. troops occupied the territory of Korea 
south of the 38th parallel and proclaimed that a 
military government would rule it. At the same time, — 
they ordered dissolution of all People’s Committees — 


alleging that they were under the influence of the 


North. Then the American military authorities brought — 
out Syngman Rhee who had returned from the United | 
States, and set up a separate regime through the — 
May 1948 elections in South Korea. F 


In the light of such situation in South Korea, the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea was establish- 
ed in September of the same year in North Korea 
Thus the first step was. taken toward building social 
ism in the North, In this way the “38th parallel” 
which was established only for the sake of conveni- 
ence—in no sense as a boundary—divided Korea in- 
to North and South. This was the beginning of the 
tragic, blood-drenched history of the Korean nation, - 
a homogeneous nation of one language, custom and 
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culture, who stood together even under the agoniz- 
ing colonialist rule. 

Ever since then an abnormal situation has prevailed. 
‘two different political systems are working in North 
and South. The 38th parallel, having become a boun- 
‘dary, separates parents and children, brothers and 
‘sisters, wives and husbands. They are barred from 
‘seeing and talking to each other. They cannot even 
write to each other.

. CLARATION OF THE THIRD CONGRESS OF THE

“Even different nations of the world do not wish 
to engage in disputes and antagonism among them- 
selves, and are seeking for a peaceful way of mutual 
understanding and friendly cocperation.

“I wish | were a bird, or a mole.” | imagine 
this saying came from such state of affairs prevailing 
in Korea.

“Aside from the question of ideology, be it social- 
ism or capitalism, the construction going on in North 
Korea is something to be admired. | believe a new 
appraisal is in order in the future Japan-Korea rela- 
tions. This reality is to be reckoned with." 


THE REAL SITUATION IN THE NORTH AND THE 
SOUTH AND THE POSITION OF THE (JAPANESE) 
SOCIALIST PARTY 


In my opinion, the amazing development of the 
D.P.R.K. was possible because of the efforts of the 
government and its people, rich resources in North 
Korea in hydro-electric power, coal (mainly anthra- 
cite), iron ore, non-ferrous metals, and aid from the 
Soviet Union and the East European countries. 

Compared with this, South Korea has nothing to 
speak of besides its rice and marine products. But it 
has a population of twenty million, twice that — in 
North Korea. 
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Therefore, only when South Korea, once called Ko- 
rea’s granary, is linked with the manufacturing and 
mining industries of North Korea, will a prospect for 
an industrial rehabilitation of Korea open. Only then 
will Korea be promised prosperity better than in 
Czechoslovakia in central Europe, or Sweden and 
Denmark in northern Europe. 

That is why { think that it is so natural and right 
for the Korean people to wish so intensely the 
peaceful unification of North and South. 

In relation to the Korean the 
Party of Japan has maintained the following stand. 

At present Korea remains divided into north and 
south, and each one has its own government differing 
from the other. 

However, this is not the original picture of Korea 
and Korea must eventually be united. But at the pre- 
sent juncture one must recognize as a reality the ex- 
istence of the two states, because each zone of the 
country functions as a state with ifs own government. 
Yet we are against accepting this fact politically. 
Should we do that, it would mean turning the 38th 
parallel into a permanent frontier and throwing an 
obstacle to peaceful unification of Korea. 

However, we are for promoting economic, cultural 
exchange between Japan and either of the two parts 
of Korea. The. settlement of such problems connected 
with all Korea as the “claim for properties," “legal 
status of Korean nationals in Japan,” and the problem 
of “normalizing diplomatic relations” should be post- 
poned until Korea is united peacefully.

As to Japan-South Korea relations, all outstanding 
issues such as “Syngman Rhee line," “the detained 
Japanese fishermen in Pusan," etc. should be solved 
individually through business-like negotiation. 


RETREAT OF DULLES’ POLICY AND AWAKENING OF 
NATIONALISM 


However, the recent international developments 
and the state of affairs in Korea, it would seem, call 
for a new look at this line of thinking. 

Antagonism between East and West and cold war 
are rapidly thawing thanks to the warm current of 
peaceful co-existence. Since last year the influence of 
the U.S. in world affairs, which, with its mighty dol- 
lar, had dominated the capitalist world and opposed 
the socialist countries, abruptly began losing its im- 
petus. 

In particular, the infamous brink-of-war and_ roll- 
back policy of Dulles ran into a blind alley and had 
to retreat. 

One problem after another suggesting the failure 
of U.S. foreign policy, particularly problems demand- 
ing a new appraisal of the U.S. Far Eastern policy, 
kept popping up: Downfall of Syngman Rhee regime 
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and his fleeing as a result of the South Korean popu- 
lar uprising following the fraudulent March 15 elec- 
tions and the murder of a boy named Kim Joo Ryul; 
knockout of Turkish Prime Minister Menderes; opposi- 
tion to the new Japan-U.S. Security Pact and the sub- 
sequent break-up of Kishi cabinet; the bungle in 
handling the Congolese question; voices for national 
independence and political unrest in South Vietnam, 
Laos, Algeria, the Congo and other countries; the 
Cuban revolution and its impact on Central and South 
American countries; withdrawal of Taiwan from the 
U.N. Economic and Social Council, etc. 


Among them the question of dollar shortage which 
came to the surface towards the end of last year is 
most symbolic. The fact that President Eisenhower 
had to raise the question of safeguarding the dollar 
just two or three months before he stepped down 
shows how complex and serious the problem is. 


Then the move of the neutral and newly born inde- 
pendent nations in Asia and Africa began to loom as 
a grave menace to the U.S. world policy. 


One of the characteristics in the second half of the 


20th century deserving attention is that the influence s 


of the Afro-Asian countries is becoming an important 
factor affecting the international situation. How Presi- 


dent Kennedy's new foreign policy will react to this — 


is something to be watched.

HEAVY BURDEN OF MILITARY EXPENDITURE IN 
SOUTH KOREA 


The above is what North Korea said. But, even for- 
eign news and South Korean neutral press and others 
describe the state of the bankrupt South Korean eco- 
nomy and of the hard-pressed people's life about the 
same. 

To make matters worse, South Korea with a popula- 
tion of 20 million is compelled to maintain an army 
of 630,000, the largest in proportion to population in 
the world. 


Of the total budget of 500 billion hwan, 52 per cent. 


goes for military expenses (it will be more than 70 
per cent if police expenses are included). And some 
100 thousand hectres of land have been turned into 
U.S. military bases. Moreover, the United States brought 
into South Korea nuclear weapons, missiles including 
Honest Jchn, 280 mm _ atomic gun, Nike-Hercules, 
Matador, Hawk. A recent Seoul radio broadcast  re- 
ported that U.S. jet aircraft armed with rockets had 
been delivered in Soowon. 

It is clear to everybody how. heavily such colossal 
military expenditure will burden the South Korean 
people. Such being’ the case, one must view the 
April 19 uprising in the true light. It was not inspired 
but only a logical outburst. 

That South Korea maintains an army with a strength 
three times that of the Japanese army and is waiting 
for a chance to “march north fo unify," constitutes 
an essential factor in the aggravation of tension in 
the Far East. And who can say with certainty it pre- 
sents no danger to Japan? 

It has been pointed out often that the South Korean 
military strength constituted pressure on Japan. And 
this ‘fact was utilized by the United States as a stimulus 
to boost the Japanese armed forces from the day of 
the Police Reserve Corps. 


JAPAN AND ROK ON THE JAPAN-ROK TALKS 


One may ask: What makes the current “Japan-ROK 
talks" more animated than all the preceding ones? 

First, it results from the dollar shortage and the col- 
lision of American capital with the revived Japanese 
capital and competition in the international market. 
Surrendering the politically unstable South Korean 
market to Japanese capital (a market which has yield- 
ed litile profit to the U.S.), the U.S. is trying to miti- 
gate the clash. 
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Secondly, it can be explained by the community of 
‘interests between the military blocks consisting of 
Japan, South Korea, Taiwan, the Philippines with the 
United States at the head (so-called North East Asian 
Treaty) on the one hand, and the Japanese monopolist 
capital on the other. The Japanese monopolists are 
planning an economic offensive on this region. 


At the same time, it also would mean full materi- 
alization of the new Japan-U.S. Security Pact and pro- 
duce grave consequences. 


Thirdly, such move will not save the country from 
devastation, collapse of the national industry and ex- 
treme impoverishment of the people, because it 
ignores national resurrection aiming at peaceful unifi- 
cation. And_ it will only increase South Korea's de- 
pendence on the U.S.A. and Japan, hinder the normal 
revival of national industry. Only a handful of com- 
prador capitalists and corrupt officials will be fattened. 
Furthermore, in my Opinion, it is fraught with danger 
of nipping in the bud friendship between Japan and 
Korea, rapidly improving through the work of repa- 
triation of Korean nationals from Japan, and Japan- 
Korea trade which has just taken the first step. 


PEOPLE’S VOICE FOR UNIFICATION 


Then what are the reactions to such move? 

It is widely known that, from the outset, the D.P.R.K. 
(North Korea) has been stressing the line of peaceful 
unification and exerting every effort for its realization. 
And | think that the “proposals of North-South Con- 
federation" set forth in. the report of | Premier 
Kim I! Sung made on August 15 last year and the re- 
wort of President Choi Yong Kun at the session of 
the Supreme People’s Assembly on November 19 are 
only just and practical proposals under the circum- 
stances. 


The substance of the proposals are, among others, 
is as follows: “The proposed Confederation is to be 
enforced by way of setting up the’ Supreme National 
Committee composed of representatives of the Gov- 
ernment of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
and the Government of the Republic of Korea mainly 
to coordinate the economic and cultural development 
of. North and South Korea as a unit, while retaining, 
for the time being, the present political systems in 
North and South Korea and maintaining the independ- 
ent activities of the two governmenis." 


And “... if the South Korean authorities consider 
even the institution of the Confederation still unaccep- 
table to them we propose that an economic commis- 
sion composed of representatives of the North and 
South Korean business circles be set up to deal ex- 
clusively with economic matters and solve at an early 
date the question of economic cooperation and~ex- 
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change at least, apart from political problems." 
Proposals are also made for a joint chamber of — 

commerce, literary and scientific exchange, as well as — 

postal services and travel. 4 


Aspirations for sovereign independence and dees 4 
cracy and economic construction have become more — 
intense in South Korea following the April popular — 
uprising. As a result the voice for peaceful unification 
is grow!ng loud. Let us turn to some of what has — 
taken place recently. 


On November 1, at the Seoul University students’ — 
meeting students declared: “We cannoi rely on the 
politicians of older generation. We want to discuss 
with the North Korean students on the problems of 
economic and cultural exchange and communication,” 
(Nov. 1, the South Korean Hangook Ilbo) 

A special article of the November 3 issue of the 
same paper criticized Chang Myun's refusal. of Austri- — 
an-type neutralism: .

“It is quixotic absurdity to think of realizing unifica- 
tion by pushing the 38th parallel up to the Yalu and 
the Tumen rivers with the help of the U.S. troops who 
would remain indefinitely in Korea even after unifica- 
tion. 4 

“In our view, unification through elections in North’ 
Korea only is tantamount to demanding voluntary dis- 
solution of the communist regime in Pyongyang oF 
its unconditional surrender. Since the session lasted 
till the late hours of night, evidently the assemblymen 
voted in their sleep. 


“Some Assemblymen reportedly even spoke againall 
unification. We only feel pity for and pain over such 
government officials as well as for Assemblymen who- 
are so reluctant to come out for unification.” a 


Then the paper's leading editorial asked: 4 


"Do the Democrat Assemblymen and Government 
wart in all earnest the country's unification or not?” 
And the paper continued: “We cannot help wondering 
if they too have arteriosclerosis like the Liberal Party.” 


“The synonym of Syngman Rhee's foolhardy ‘march 
north’ (elections in North only — Ed.), which was 
maintained at the 1954 Geneva Conisrence, has al- 
ready fallen into the fate of an ‘orphan’ in the inter- 
national arena. Nor has it anything in common with the 
rising national sentiments.” 4 

“Only it is lingering on in a dream, the dream in 
which they could suppress the opposition and main- 
tain a dictatorial regime. Such stand of the Democrats 
government could only mean at best that it lacks 
clear appreciation of times and that it knows ony its 
own interests. If is suffering from arteriosclerosis.” 

The “Association for National Unification" organizee 
by Seoul students not long ago declared in the pre 
amble of its rules: 
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“In this stormy age, when the country remains divid- 
ed and the nation split, we can no longer leave the 
‘cause of unification to the older generation, the per- 
 sonification of prejudice, stagnation, and corrupt poli- 
tical egoism. We are assembled here with the aim of 
becoming standard-bearers in building a country 
which, having put an end to the history of relying on 
oreign forces, will never be divided, a country truly 
belonging to our nation itself, a country where no one 
is hungry...” 
_ At the meeting of the preparatory committee of the 
"Hangook Socialist Party'’ on November 20, chairman 
Choi Keun Woo announced that his party would support 
the economic and cultural exchange and postal service 
between North and South Korea. Criticizing the South 
Korean regime for leaning wholly on the U.S., he de- 
manded independence and national rights. Early in 
December the Socialist Mass Party also published a 
declaration fo that effect. (All these appeared in the 
Hi gook Ilbo)

Therefore one should also 
keep this fact in mind and use prudence.” 

In conclusion the editorial put forth such concrete 
suggestions as reclamation of salf-marsh on the west 
coast, flood control, irrigation, power generating, 
growth of agriculture, industrial projects and others. 
These are substantially the same as the proposals made 
by President Choi Yong Kun, which reflects, in my 
opinion, the demand of South Korean people. 


Moreover, decay of the South Korean industry since 
April is even more deplorable: The production index 
of manufacturing and mining industries between May 
and June showed a reduction of more than ten per 
cent as against the period prior to April 19 (Seoul 
Industrial and Economic News). According to the 
South Korean public security authorities, there were 
no less than 1,909 demonstrations embracing some 
775,500 people between April and Sept. And one third 
of the demonstrations were organized by workers. 


NOT TO MAKE HASTE WITH JAPAN-ROK TALKS 


These are just a few facts this writer has learned 
from the South Korean dailies. But one can detect 
that, since the April 19 uprising, the demand of the 
South Korean people for independence and unification 
of the country is rooting deeply and spreading rapid- 
ly among the masses with students and workers in the 
van. According to press reports, if Chang Myun fails 
to make any move in favour of North-South Confedera- 
tion or of the economic, culfural exchange and postal 
service at the Democratic Party Congress in the com- 
ing spring (1961), he will have great difficulty in main- 
taining power. Then the U.S. Army H.Q. in South Ko- 
rea announced that before any North-South talks, per- 
mission must be sought from the U.S. commander in 
South Korea (Nov. 30, the Hangook libo and Tokyo 
29th, U.P.). This means the interference by the U.S. 
troops. A students’ movement has been going in the 
Yunse University since Nov. 2 in order to expel Under- 
wood, the American acting president. 


Why is the Japanese government making haste with 
“Japan-ROK talks" with the Chang Myun regime which 
is extremely unstable and insecure politically as was 
shown above? Moreover, the trend of the Korean peo- 
ple for peaceful unification is growing stronger in the 
mighty historic stream of the Asian and African nations 
striving for independence and peace. 

The talks will not only make the 38th parallel per- 
manent and lay an obstacle to “peaceful unification 
of North and South Korea,” the earnest desire of the 
Korean people. But it will turn the Korean people in- 
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fo an enemy and invite suspicion and anxiety of the 
peoples of Asian countries. Does the Japanese govern- 
ment really want to become an orphan in Asia? 

Hurrying with the talks will bring nothing but big 
losses. Hence the Japanese government and people 
must put off temporarily the “Japan-ROK talks" until 
a more suitable time. 

Should the talks reach any sort of agreement with- 
out touching on the question of relinquishing the 
notorious Syngman Rhee line, and should the South 
Korean representative, be given, unofficial or other- 
wise, the title of ambassador, it would be clear thai 
the Japanese government is giving, in fact, a formal re- 
cognition to the Syngman Rhee line thus driving Japa- 
nese fishermen to despair, and making its ‘unfriendly 
policy” against North Korea permanent. The situation 
would become more acute and obstacles will be laid 
across the path of peaceful co-existence, fair trade and 
prosperity, going against the current of relaxing the 
international tension. 

Today the “Japan-ROK talks” are, so to speak, a boil 
on one’s face. If one treats it carelessly, it might turn 
into a fatal ulcer. Therefore, it is advisable to apply 
a little bandage to it and leave it until after the North- 
South unification for political talks. 

it is my belief that the Japanese government and 
the people should clearly have a correci understand- 
ing of the trend of easing international tension, follow- 
ing the road of peace and neutrality dictated by com- 
mon sense and responsibility, and exercise prudence 
to avoid blunder in international relations. The Japa- 
nese government and the people should not interfere 
in the internal affairs of neighbouring countries. Nor 
should they cause trouble to others.

What did the brazen 
American soldier do? The Yankee 
beat the boys black and blue.

He asked his 
superiors, a certain Smith company 
commander of the MP unit, to do 
something about it. Smith and his 
80 men made an_ attack on 
the village for no rea- 
son whatsoever. Every house, there 
were 185 in the village, was ran- 
sacked. Altogether the Yankee sol- 
diers took 2,324 items of house be- 
longings on the charge of “war 
supplies.” 
More than that. They put 70 in-

nocent villagers in jail for several 
days and then drove 600 inhabitants 
out of the village. 


- ‘The trigger-happy~ Yankee beasts 
make no scruples of killing innocent 
people and using boys and_ girls 
as their shooting target.

A car driven by an American 
soldier ran over a_ ten-year-old 
Korean in’ Yungdeungpo District, 
Seoul. Then he drove away with 
the body of the boy in his car. 

The hit-and-run cases of the U.S. 
soldiers are too many to cite here. 
Just to give a few of them! 


On June 19, 1955, in Inchon, a 
U.S. soldier, who was practising re- 
volver shooting, shot the head of 
Song Ok Boon, 18-year-old girl stu- 
dent of the Inchon Normal School, 
killing her on the spot. 


On December 16, 1956, two U.S. 
soldiers shot down a wild duck on 
the bank of the Rakdong River near 
Dukpo-ri, | Sasang-myun, _ Tongrai 
County, South Kyungsang Province. 
As they failed to find the duck, 
they harbored suspicion against a 
group of children watching the 
hunting, and fired their shotguns at 
them about 100 metres away. The 
bullets passed through the thighs 
the 15-year-old boys, Hwang

Baik Kwan and Pak Dong Joo, and 
the Americans ran away. 

On January 14, 1957, two Ameri- 
can soldiers on board a US. trans- 
port train passing by No. 67, Man- 
suk-dong, Inchon, shot and _ killed 
Li Bang Bai (16), a resident of the 
same dong. The bullets pierced 
through her chest. 

On February 25, 1958, Capt. 
M.E. Kemp and M/Sgt. Robert BE. 
Weidensaul under the command of 


Maj. Thomas G. James in charge 
of U.S. 8th Army aircraft mainten- 
ance centre in Boopyung, Inchon, 


committed a beastly outrage. They 
illegally confined a shoe-shine boy, 
Kim Choon II (14), in the officers’ 
quarters. They beat the boy for 5-6 
hours with sticks and leather straps, 
stabbed him at random, pulled out 
his toenails and hair with pliers, cut 
off his hair with an electric hair- 
cutter, daubed coal-tar on his head 
and face and then nailed him in a 
wooden box. They loaded the box 
in a helicopter and took it fo the 
airport of the U.S. Army 1st Corps 
in Euijungboo, Yangjoo County, 
Kyungki Province, | where they 
dumped the cargo. 

According to an official announ- 


cement of the Public Security Bure- 
au of the puppet South Korean re- 
gime, between January and March 
this year, there were 84 cases of 


explosion, _ killing and wounding 
some 205. Most of the killed were 
children. 

The doctored figures of the Min- 
istry of Public Health and Social 
Affairs of the puppet South Korean 
regime showed that no less than 
1,200,000 children go to school 
without proper meals. Children are 
roaming the streets, demanding a 
reduction in tuition fees, and shout- 
ing “give us something to eat,” and 
"Yanks, go home!” 

The cause of all misfortune and 
adversity of the South Korean peo- 
ple rests with U.S. occupation of 
South Korea where not a single day 
passes without some sort of tragic 
happenings to the people. 


The U.S. imperialists must imme- 
diately get out of South Korea. 

So long as the Yankee imperi- 
alists remain in South Korea, there 
is no possibility of realizing the 
country’s peaceful unification and 
the parents in South Korea cannot 
expect to bring up their children 
in a happy, wholesome atmosphere.
